It is not at all unlike- 
ly- 


While the police officials of a score of 


cities in eastern Massachusetts, southern 
Xew Hampshire and Maine have been 
hunting diligently for some good clue, 
but in vain, the boy may have been 
within sixteen or 
seventeen 
miles of 


Portsmouth all the time. 


Judging from information in the Her- 


ald's possession, it might pay the fath- 
er and mother of young Wilbur, who 
are well nigh distracted over his pro- 
longed absence, to folow 
up 
a. certain 


thread of conjecture which ends in the 
township of Epping. 


In the northern 
part 
of that 
town 


("North River," as it is known to the 
natives.) is encamped a party of gyp- 
sies. They arrived there about a week 
after the 
disappearance 
of the 
Clark 


boy was made the sensation of the day 
through the columns of space given to it 
by the press. And they have been there 
ever since. 


The membeis of this band of dark- 


skinned and 
tawny-haired 
Bohemians 


are quite unlike those gypsies who pitch 
their tents on the outskirts of Ports- 
mouth every summer and behave them- 
selves in such an admirable 
manner. 


From the very moment 
when 
their 


wagons went through the main street of 
Epping, over the bridge that crosses 
the Lamprey river, on up Boar's Head 
hill, and past the spot where the old 
'town house" fetood for so many years, 
and down the North River road to the 
wooded place which they chose for their 
•summer > sojourn,—from that time until 


now, 
those gypsies have been regarded 


with fear by the farmers living in that 
vicinity . 


They are dirty, sullen and of a gener- 


illy repulsive appearance. They resent • 
iny attempt of outsiders to get familiar 
vith them. They rebuff all the curious 
mes who npprcaoh the camp. 
In a 


vord, they make it very clear to every- 
jody that they want to be let severely 
ilone. 


Despite this vigilance on their part, 


^owcvcr, a few people have 
ventured 


jlose enough to the camp to discover 
but these gypsies are holding prisoners 
wo children of fair skin 
and 
Saxon 


'eutinvs. 


"Prisoners" is the word, for both aro 


led to a tree by stout chains.

as yet dared to set foot inside the camp. 


Even the .selectmen, whose suspicions 


have become very strong as the weeks 
have passed, have made no move to in- 
qttire into the identity of the two white 
•hildren. 


So jealous are the 
gypsies 
of their 


young prisoners that they are careful to 
screen the boy and girl from the view 
of passers-by, as much as possible. 


The farm boy or girl who has stealthily 


crept up to the edge of 
the 
gypsies' 


grove, by the light of the stars, and lin- 
gered there for a time, with 
swiftly 


beating heart, will tell you that the little 
boy calls ' piteously- for 
"Mama" 
and 


weeps by the hour there in the shadows 


One of the women of this band, whilu 


going along the road one afternoon, was 
met by a villager, who accosted her and 
asked her who the two children were 
that her people had with them. 


"Find out for yourself," she said, with 


a scowl that boded ill for the person 
who shoud be lash enough to try and 
sol\c the mystery. 


These gypsies aro the very enbodiment 


of all that is vile, ocording to those who 
claim to have seen enough of them to 
know. They are low-browed and coarse- 
featured and lack even the rough comeli- 
ness which attaches to many of their 
kind. 


They do not hesitate to steal, when" 


ever the opportunity offers, and so well 
known are 
their thieving 
proclivities 


that all the families in the nelghbohood 
have kept the closest watch over their 
poultry and other stock ever since tho 
camp was established. 


It was only a fortnight ago that one 


of these 
female 
Bohemians 
walked 


brazenly into the kitchen of a 
farm- 


house near by. picked up a large 
and 


juicy roast of beef that had been set on 
the back pait of the stove to await the 
dinner hour, and walked out with 
lt( 


platter and all. 


So dumbfounded were the people in 


tne house that they made no attempt to 
recover the lonst or call the woman to 
account. 


But the little white boy, 
who 
sobs 


away the still night hours as if his heart 
wero breaking—what of him? la It in 
these pinoy woods of North Epping that 
tho father nnd mother of Wilbur Clark 
ought to go, to seek and find the child 
that i.s lost to them?

The constant Increase of the secretion 
Is therefore provided with a corre- 
sponding loss, which takes place almost 
as Imperceptibly as the constant loss 
of the superficial layer of the skin from 
the surface of the body. 


This explanation serves to make 


clear why the use of ear spoons, pins 
or hairpins is unnecessary. The use 
of such objects is not only superflu- 
ous, but it is often the cause of thg

Even too vigorous washing with a 


twisted cloth or sponge, for example, 
may result in pushing the wax back 
Into the canal until a mass sufficient 
to block the entire opening is accumu- 
lated. 


The first Intimation of the presence 


of impacted wax is often the sudden, 
occurrence of a considerable degree of 
deafness. This Is most likely to hap- 
pen on a damp day or just after or dur- 
ing a bath. A slight amount of mois- 
ture causes the mass to swell so that 
the narrow chink previously existing 
between the mass and the canal is 
closed. If it is not now removed, the 
mass may shrink and the hearing pow- 
er be temporarily restored, only to be 
lost again when conditions arise caus- 
ing an Increase In the size of the mass. 


Firm, gentle syringing with •warm 


water from a piston ear syringe Is usu- 
-ally regarded as the safest and best 
method of removing the mass, the 
handling of which had better be In- 
trusted to a physician or trained nurse, 
if possible.—Youth's Companion.

UNCLE SAM, TRUSTEE. 


On July IS. 1S93, T'ncle Sam appointed 


himself trustee at will, of the island of 
Cuba, and on May 19, 1902. (two months 
less than four years later) he voluntar- 
ily surrendered his truist, to the first Re- 
public of Cuba. 


What did he take over in this self- 


appointed trust, what did he receive and 
pay out during the trust, what good re- 
sults did he accomplish, and what did he 
surrender, practically as a free gift, to 
the new republic? 


He took over a distracted, impover- 


ished country, a literally empty treas- 
ury, an exceedingly high death rate, 
thousands upon thousands of starving, 
'dispirited people. A country with poor 
and few roads, few and badly managed 
post 
offices, 
few 
and 
very 
poorly 


equipped schools, few, if any, sanitary 
provisions, and, what was worse, the 
'prejudice against all foreigners, engen- 
dered by 400 years of Spanish oppression 
and misrule. 


As early as January 1, 18i)9, he estab- 


lished sixteen custom houses, the chief 
one being at Havana, with a uniform 
tariff of taxes and duties. 


Ho opened more than 300 post offices 


with a domestic and international money 
order system, free delivery in all of the 
largest cities, oesides railway post lines, 
and star routes for service in the inter- 
ior.

been brought about, and the men at 
the head of the Saratoga Racing asso- 
ciation are of a caliber such as to in- 
spire the utmost confidence. 


The cottagers first came into distinct 


prominence about nineteen or twenty 
years ago. During the last year or two 
they hame been increasing: in numbers 
and this season occupy a more impor- 
tant position than ever before. 


Unlike many summer settlements 


where there aro undue rivalries and in- 
harmonious relations between the ''cot- 
tage set" and the ''hotel set," the two 
elements here appear to live in entire 
harmony. Almost without exception 
the villa owners began Saratoga life 
in the hotels or the cottages controlled 
by them, and the transplanting has not 
severed their attachment for their ear- 
lier homes. 


Some of Saratoga's villas are verita- 


ble palaces and, with their grounds, 
cost "a king's ransom." One of these 
is W-oodlawn Park, built and for many- 
years occupied by the late Judge Hen- 
ry Hilton. In this beautiful estate there 
arc more than twenty miles of shaded 
drives, with lovely little lakes dropped 
down here and there like green fringed 
mirrors, 
cascades, 
terraces, 
rustic 


bridges and all the accompaniments of 
the modern landscape gardener's art. 
There is more ground in Woodlawn 
Park than is occupied by Central park 
in New York. The drives are kept In 
perfect condition and are free to the 
public for drives and strolls. The ap- 
proach to Woodlawn along North 
Broadway is lined with a succession of 
costly villas In superbly kept grounds. 


Another popular residential district 


Is Union avenue, which for two miles 
or more spreads away with its flanking 
of so called "cottages," although tho 
costly buildings have little in common 
with what is generally conveyed by 
this term. Perhaps a mile out of the 
city on this thoroughfare is the palatial 
home o£ Spencer Trask, who has made 
his country seat. Yaddo, one of tho 
ideal estates of this country. The first 
Yaddo was burued, and In restoring it 
Mr. Trask has reproduced many of tho 
architectural beauties of Haddon Hall, 
one of England's most famous places. 


Other beautiful but less pretentious 


residences dot tho avenue all the way 
back to Circular street, ncnr which is 
the house long occupied by Mrs. Me- 
Koe, daughter of former President 
Benjamin Harrison. 
An Interesting 


house in Ballston avenue is thnt pur- 
chased in the early nineties by Mr. nnd 
Mrs. Dore Lyons and named Lyon- 
hurst. This bouse was once tho home 
ot Artcdus Ward, whose nnlquo hu- 
mor won him international repute and 
whose sister, Mrs. BabcocU, told tb« 
propftitr to tb*

has charge of this event, which this 
year occurs in the rirsi week of Septem- 
ber. In keeping with the Saratoga re- 
vival, the coming fete will surpass any 
of its predecessors, rivaling in elabo- 
rateness and beauty the famed floral 
carnivals of the Pacific coast. 


Saratoga is by no means the- exclu- 


sive rendezvous of the folk of fashion 
and social distinction nor of the play- 
ers of the racing game or the other 
gsmes which flourish here. Thousands 
of people come here every season 
thinking of more serious things than 
smart gowns, costly jewels, splendid 
equipages and fleet footed horses. Sar- 
atoga is par excellence the convention 
resort, and here meet scores of asso- 
ciations, international, national and 
state, to discuss the problems of re- 
ligion, ethics, economics, politics and 
about everything else In which human- 
ity is interested. There is scarcely a 
time from early in June until late in 
September when one or more conven- 
tions are not in progress here. 


Among the conventions yet to be held 


this season arc those of the American 
Bar association, which will attract 
hither the leading exponents of the 
law from all over the country and dele- 
gates from Great Britain and possibly 
France and Germany, and tho New 
York state Republicans, who will un- 
doubtedly renominate Governor Odcll 
and give repression of sentiment on 
current politics of. .interest to the na- 
tion.

The southern extremity of this 
belt line curves eastward, and the 
northern extremity curves westward. 
iriving this 23,000 mile chain the shape 
of a huge S. 


On the northwest coast of Oregon 


and Washington the chain widens into 
what is called the Cascade range, anil 
all of these mountains have craters 
either at the summit or on the sides. 
There are seven in Oregon and live in 
Washington, ranging from 7,000 to 14,- 
000 feet in height, Mount Jtanier, in 
Washington, being the highest. One 
of thes<", Mount Mazana, 8,223 feet 
high, ia one of the most remarkable 
extinct volcanoes on this continent. It 
is thirty miles north of Klamath lake 
and contains another lake, known as 
Crater lake, which is about 2,000 feet 
deep and is surrounded by nearly vor- 
tical walls of about the same height 
above the surface of the lake, which 
gives the crater a depth of about 4,000 
feet. An eruption blew the mountain's

head off, and the theory Is that the 
melting vf the glaciers caused the lake. 


These mountains are of volcanic ori- 


gin and ure likely at any time to alarm 
the natives, as their activity is no 
doubt more or less affected by the oth 
trs in the endless chain which circles 
the Pacific oceun. 


Mount Hood, which has of late been 


emitting sulphurous fumes, like other 
extinct volcanoes, retains only a part 
of its original walls. In short, It lias 
also blown its head off, like the others. 
It forms a picturesque background to 
Portland and no doubt would endanger 
that city If un eruption should occur. 


Mount St. Helens, about 10,000 feet 


high, has been In eruption only once 
during the pxst half century, according 
to the statements of early settlers. The 
trappers who witnessed the explosior 
stated that the light was as bright as 
day, but they did not remain lont 
enough to gather,particulars. 


Mount Ranler, the highest mountain 


Is considered to be the grandest an^ 
most picturesque single peak in tht 
United States. Lovers of mountulr 
scenery say that it is not so much be 
cause of Its height, but from its iso- 
lated position and because In rises nl 
moat straight from the level of the sen. 
Tha crater of Mount Hauler la bow! 
uhapcd, of almost oxnct circular form. 


Mount Simla, in the northern par 


of California, Is a typical volcauli 
formation. It has a double cone-. The 
second, known an Sluistlua, or Llttli 
Bhnstn, Is 2.000 foot below tho sain 
mlt. One of the Immense Inva stream 
'extended fifty miles down the Sacra 
mento canyon before cooling and dls 
placed the Sacramento river. The erup- 
tion It* of n very ancient date, and geo! 
oglsts are divided In opinion whether 
or not this eruption wns *o great n* to 
cause tho blowing out of tho smaller 
vent, or Shastlua.

REEDING 


A correspondent- writes us to know 


whether there is any danger In pastur- 
ing pregnant sows on .ry-c, says Wal- 
lace's Farmer. 
- . 


There is n common opinion that rye 


fed to pregnant animals will produce 
abortion. 
If the rye contains ergot, 


there is danger not merely of abortion, 
although we tkiuk that danger is ovcr- 
estimnted, but danger of producing 
dry gangrene. The ergot of rye or of, 
any other grain tends to contract the 
arteries n:i<l hence weakens the circu- 
lation at the extremities. The hoofs 
become affected with dry gangrene, 
tho skin of the nose peels off, and in 
hogs the hair will come off; nil the re- 
Biilt of weakened circulation of the ex- 
tremities. It is therefore dangerous to 
feed chopped rye thut contains ergot or 
rye stvuw. 


Tho ergot can be readily detected by 


the long, black grains known amongr 
farmers as "spurred" rye.
